G.S.P 762(E),'-In cxrrcise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 15 of the Government Savings 
Banks Act, 1873 (5 of 1873), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the National Savings Scheme Rules, 1987. 
nameli/ :— 

1. Short title and commencement.— 

(1) These rules may be called the National 
Savings Scheme (Amendment) Rules, 
1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the National Savings Scheme Rules, 1987.— 

(a) in rule 5, after sub-rule (4). the following 

shall be added, namely ;— 

“(5) No deposits shall be made under the 
Scheme on or after the Ist day of 
October, 1992 ; 

Provided that the deposits made on 
or after 1st day of April, 1992 and 
before the 1st day of October, 1992 may 
either be withdrawn ^ the depositor or 
transferred at his option, to the account 
opened by him under the National Sav¬ 
ings Scheme, 1992.” 

(b) in rule 6, to sub-rule (1), the following pro¬ 

viso shall be added, namely :— 

“Provided that where the deposits made on 
Or after the 1st day of April, 1992 and 
before the 1st day of October, 1992 are 
withdrawn in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of sub-rule (5) of rule 5, the 
interest on such withdrawal shall be at 
the rate of 5.5 per cent per annum and 
where the depositor opts to transfer the 
said deposits to the account opened by 
him under the National Savings Scheme, 
1992, the interest on such deposit shall 
be at the rate of 11 per cent per 
annum ”

G.S.R 763(E).—lln exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred bv section 15 of the Government Savings Bank 
Act, 1873 (5 of 1873), the Central Goveminent 

hereby makes the following rules. Namely :— 

1. Shtirt title and coirune.ncement.—(1) These rules 
may be railed the National Savings Scheme Rules, 
1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of 
October, 1992. 

2. I^finitions.—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires :— 

(a) “account” means a savings account opened 
by a depositor in accordance with the 
scheme; 

(b) “Act” means the Government Savings Banks 
Act, 1873 (5 of 1873): 

fc) “depositor” means ;— 

(i) an individual, or 

(ii) a Hindu undivided family, or 

(in) an association of persons or a body of 
individuals co'nsisting in either case, only 
of husband and wife governed by tho 
av.stem of community of property in force 
in the State of Goa and the Union terri- 
toric.s of Dadra and Nagar Haveli and 
Daman and Diu, by whom, or on whose 
behalf money, is deposited in an account 
and deposit meao,s money so deposited; 

(tf) "post office” means any Head Post Office, 
or any sub-Post Office which is authorised 
to ooea an account under these rules; 

(e) “scheme” means the National Saving.s Scheme 
as contained in these rules; 
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(f) “year” means a year commencing on 1st day 
of April; 

(g) words and expressions used herein and not 
deilaed in the Post Office Saving* Raoks. 
General Rules, 1981, shall hawj tha nw««r 
ings respectively assigned to them in these 
rules. 

3 . Application of ihe Post Office Savings Bank 
General Rule.s, 1981 and the Post Office Saviigs 
Account Rules, 1981.—The provisions o? the Post 
Office Savings Banks General Rules, 1981 atid the 
Post Office Savings Account Rules 1981, so far as 
may be, apply in relation to marters for which no pro¬ 
vision has been made in Ihesc rules. 

4. Opening of account.—(1) A separate account 
shall be opened in a post office by every depositor for 
each year. 

(2) la the case of depositors being individuals, a (Hr 
account may be opened by: — 

(a) a single adult; or 

(b) two adults jointly, the amount due on the 
account being payable — 

(i) to both jointly or survivor; or 

(ii) 'to cither or them or survivor; 

(c) a guardian on behalf of a minor. 

5. Deposits—fl) No account shall be oinencd witli 
deposit of le.ss than one bundled rupees; 

(2) All deposits shall be made in multiples Of ope 
hundred rupees. 

(3) The depotit: made b/ a depositor in the 
National Saving Scheme, 1987 o.n or after the 1st 
tlj/ of April, 1592, but before ihe 1st day of October, 
1992 and in respect of which he has exercised option 
under that scheme to transfer the said depo.sits to an 
account opened by him under this Scheme shall be 
deemed to be deposits under this Scheme and all the 
provisions of this Scheme shall apply acco.-dingly. 

6. Interest oa depo.sits.—(I) The interest at the 
rate of eleven per cent per annum shall be allowed 
for a calendar month on .ffie lowest balaicc at credit 
Of an account between the close of the tenth day and 
the end of the moii'h and such interest shall be cal¬ 
culated and credited in the account at the end of each 
year. 
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(2) Where the interest contains part of a rupee 
and if such a part is fifty paist Or mote, it shall be in¬ 
creased to one complete rupee and if such part is I^ 
than fifty paisc, it shall be ignored. 

7. Withdrawal—(1) The interest credited in the 
account may be withdrawn at any time at the option 
of the depositor. 

(2) The dmosits may be vci.hdrawn after the expiry 
of lour years from the end of the year in which the 
account was opened, at the op ion of the depositor. 

(3) The deposits or interest amou it not withdrawn 
after it be:omcs due, will coilinue to earn interest at 
the rate of eleven per cent per annum upto the date 
of its witlidrawal. 

8. Pass Book.—(1) On .npeningn an account, the 
depositor, shall be given a Pass Book bearing the num¬ 
ber of his account, his .name addrtss and en‘r.7 of his 
first deposit duly initialk'd by an authorised official of 
the post office. 

(2) The Pass Book shall ordinarily be prCjCnted for 
all deposits and withdrawals. 

9. Confi ma'ion of balane;---The decositor .shall 
present his Pass Book as soon as po.ssible after the 
31st day of March every vear to the Pott Office where 
his account stands for addition of interest aid confi¬ 
rmation of balance amount at his credit. 

10. Closure of account.—Clo.ur,; of the account 
will be perniiitled on exuiv of four yea's from end 
of the year in which the account was ope ned : 

Provided that in the event of death of depositor, 
accoin: may be closed at any tiire after his 
death and interest at the rate of eleven per 
cent per annum will be admi.ssible in .such 
cast's also upto the da‘e of withdrawal of the 
amount. 

11. Power to relax.—Whe'e the Central Govern¬ 
ment is satisfied that the operation of any of the pro¬ 
visions of these rules causes undue hardship to the 
depositor, it may, by order, for reasons to be record¬ 
ed in wri'ing, relax the requirements of that provision 
in a manner not inconsistant with the provisions of 
the Act.
